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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a test piece of an insulator for heat-deformation tests, by 
contacting a cylindrical blade with a coating layer made of rubber and the like 
for cable vertically with respect to the axial line of the layer, rotating the 
blade, cutting and accommodating a part of the coating layer, and removing the 
piece of the coating layer by the Insertion of a pushing rod. 

CONSTITUTION: At first, a cylindrical blade 6, whose tip is, e.g., of a 
saw-tooth shape, is attached to the chuck of an electric drill 7. The blade is 
contacted with the outer surface of an insulator 9 of cable 8 so as to cross 
the axial line of the cable 8 at a right angle. The blade is rotated at a high ; 
speed. A part of the insulator 9 is cut and accommodated in a tubular part. 
When the tip, part of the blade 6 is contacted with a conductor 1 0, the rotation 
of the blade is immediately stopped. The blade 6 is separated from the 
electric drill 7. After the blade 6 is cooled in. water, a pushing rod 1 1 is 
inserted in the tubular part from the side of the base end part of the blade 6, 
and a sample 1 2 in the tubular part is pushed out of the tip part. Thus the 
small sample piece can be picked up from the rubber or plastic insulator layer 
9 for the cable 8 quickly and simply without cutting the conductor 1 0. The 
sample undergoes a heat^deformation test and the like, and the judged result 
can be simply fed back. 
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
